The earlier 
sowings promise best. 

HAY. 

Cutt ing of first crop hay has been greatly 
delayed ow to the broken weather since m 
June, and backward state of turnip-sowing. 
Yields. are excellent, though some fields suffered 
from not being earlier cut, and there are 
complaints of the stalke being affected at the 
base from excessive dampness. Only a small 
area has yet been cut. The quality of the c 
will depend on the character of the next ‘tow 
weeks. Fields of second crop hay and old 
meadows are carrying full vielite of grass, and 
the bulk will be well over average. 

PASTURES. 

Pastures are excellently covered. Some 
owners are of opinion stock are not thriving so 
well as in other seasons, and attribute this to 
the inferior feeding quality of the herbage. It 
is admitted that the arrival of sunshine and 
heat would improve feeding conditions for stock 
on grass. The extreme prices for fat and store 
cattle have dropped back for the ise month, 
but rates are still high.

Lord Sesline. Molony, addressing the Grand 
Jury, said he was very glad, indeed, to be able 
to announce to them that there was no case 
whatever for trial at the present Assizes, and 
he understood that within living memory. it had 
not been the pleasant duty of a judge to make 
such an announcement at their Assizes. But 
that was not the only matter of gratification 


which he had to speak to them about, because 


from the returns of the County Inspector it ap- 
peared that even of the ordinary cases which 
come up for investigation there had been the 
very remarkable decrease of from twenty-two 
to ten in the period since the last Assizes as 
compared with the corresponding period of the 
previous: year. The County cm Fó had toid 
him something which was, perhaps, more 
gratifying still—that those ten cases were all of 
a trivial character, totally unconnected with 
any disorder, and that the county was in a 
perfectly peaceful and orderly condition. It was 
satisfactory to learn that, when, in other 
counties, as they all knew, there were disturb- 
ances recently, not only was their county 
unaffected by any disturbance, but that every 
creed and every class and every party united 
in offering assistance to the civil authorities, in 
case there would be any disorder. While they 
looked at their county at home, and, saw it in 
that peaceful and happy state which he was 
able to portray, they could not lose sight of 
their countrymen in another land who had 
gone valiantly forth to fight for home and free. 
dom. It was impossible, at that time, when he 
knew many of. their homes had been made 
sorrowful by the fact that those near and dear 
to them were lying cold in foreign countries, 
that they should not feel the intense grief 
which was inseparable from their human nature; 
but they should, at the same time, experience 
a great feeling of pride at the noble work their 
soldiers had so well done. Even those, like him- 
self, who only came there at intervals, had been 
able from a distance to follow the remarkable’ 
success which had attended the raising of the 
forces of the ors in their county; how men 
who were engaged in business and in civil 
occupations of ail "hinds left those occupations 
at the call of King and country, and devoted 
their lives to a great cause and for a great 
principle. 

The High Sheriff (Sir R. M. Liddell) said it 
was his pleasant duty to present his lordship 
with a fair of white. gloves, emblematic of the 
crimeless condition of County Down. 

Lord Justice Molony, in replying, congratu- 
lated the High Sheriff upon the honour which 
His Majesty had been pleased to confer upon 
him, and which he was sure had given entire 
satisfaction to all Sir Robert Liddell’s fellow- 
countrymen. 

The Grand Jury afterwards tendered con- 
gratulations to Lord Justice Molony on the 
occasion of his first visit to the county as Crown 
Judge, and asked him to convey their con- 
gratulations to Mr. Justice Gordon on the occa- 
sion of his first visit as Judge of Assize to his 
native County of Down. They also expressed 
their admiration of the heroism of the Down 
regiments which formed part of the Ulster 
Division in the battle of the Somme, and of the 
heroism of Down men serving in other units. 
They expressed sympathy with the sick and 
wounded and with the relatives of those who had 
given their lives in the service of their country. 

The Grand Jury also es ——gr a resolution 
offering hearty congratulations to the High 
Sheriff, Sir Robert M. Liddell, on the honour so 
deservedly conferred on him by the King, and 
trusted that he might be long spared te continue 
his good work in, connection with wounded 
soldiers with which he is so prominently identi- 
fied.

The Committees eighth in stated that 
the numerical strength of the Association was 
well maintained. Advances in bread prices 
were in many places delayed, and would, it 
said, have been justified ab an earlier stage. 
One of the causes of the increased cost of 
materials was the freight difficulty, and, under 
war conditions, it would be understood that 
when shipping was not only scarce, but when 
the bulk of it had been commandecred by the 
Government for military necessities, demand 
exceeded supply, and prices rose accordingly. 

The financial statement was accepted as satis- 
factory. 

The President proposed the adoption of the 
report and balance sheet. Although they were 
affected by the war, it was, he said, gratifying 
to see so large a gathering of members, and it 
was certainly important that their business con- 
ferences should be maintained. For the present 
the movable conferences were suspended, and 
they met in the capital for the transaction of 
such business as arose from time to time. He 
expressed the sympathy which, he was sure, they | 
all felt for their Dublin friends in the recent 
trouble which had destroyed the centre of the 
city. (Hear, hear.) In the baking trade the 
year had been one of reme ifheulty, for 
not only were costs of production abnormally 
high, but it was practically impossible to fore- 
cast the trend of the markets for raw materials. 
There was never any actual scarcity of supplies, 
but quotations ruled so high, and varied so 
often that business was carried on under trying 
conditions. He thought it was due, in all fir- 
ness, to the bakers to say that they held them- 
selves patriotically, and gave the public the 
advantage of cheap bread, when in England and 
elsewhere bread prices were relatively higher. 
(Hear, hear.) There were many factors in the 
situation which required to be considered, 
and as soon as it was possible to 
ee! he the pone of bread was reduced. The 

ing difficulty was the cause of all the 
ns le, and it was the cause oí the increased 
cost of all kinds of foodstuffs. He was con- 
vinced that a large volume of tonnage might, 
with better handling, have been kept in the 
service of the trade, and thereby have prevented 
an abnormal inflation in the cost of many com- 
modities. (Hear, hear.) Had mercantile ship- 
ping been controlled by the Government from 
the start of the war, the position would not be 
as it was today. (Hear, hear.) The question 
of labour was an all-important one with bakers, 
and, although the Military Service Act did not 
apply to Ireland, bakers’ employés responded 
to the call of their country in great numbers— 

(hear, hear)—and in that respect he could 
aie say that Irishmen of all classes had be- 
haved in a manner which, during the war, had 
reflected great credit upon themselves and upon 
their country. (Applause.) In conclusion, he 
said the interest in the Association had been 
well maintained, and they had the satisfaction 
that they were doing their utmost to secure a 
victorious and lasting peace. (Applause.) 

Mr. Wm. Dalton (Cork) seconded the adoption 
of the report, and, after some discussion, it was 


adopted. 
THE NEW PRESIDENT. 

Mr. James E. Wilson, Belfast, moved that 
Mr. Hugh Kennedy, Dublin, be ‘the President 
for the ensuing year. He said: that Mr. Ken- 
nedy had done more than any other man in 
Ireland to promote a friendly feeling between 
members of the trade, North and South. (Ap- 
plause.) 

Alderman Sir Joseph Downes seconded. Mr. 
Joseph Hosford (Cork), Mr. T. Willis 
(Newry), and Mr. W. Dalton (Cork) supported 
the motion, which was carried unanimously, and 
amid great cheering. 

Mr. Kennedy then took the chair, and, in re- 
turning thanks for his election, said he highly 
appreciated the compliment which his fellow- 
traders had paid him. He felt that the compli- 
ment was intended more for the city of Dublin 
than for him personally, but, in any case, he 
felt proud of the honour they had conferred 
upon him, unanimous as it was; and he could 
only say that he would do his best to forward 
the interests of the Association. (Applause.)

Owing ta 
the Sinn Fein rebellion the Committee regret 
to say that the premises were taken ion 
of by members of the Sinn Fein Socety, and 
as a consequence the house was considerably 


injured. The Committee took prompt steps ta

quarter, and they hope that fuil compensatiog 
will be made for the injuries thus effected.

numbers relieved in the institution dur the. 


year amounted to 31,060, comprising 
men, 10,255 women, and 730 children. Those 
| were supplied with two hot meals (breakfast 
and dinner) each day. These figures, although 
they show a décrease compared with the pre 
vious year, are sufficient to imdicate thd 
amount of distress existing in the city. Twa 
hundred and sixty-nine persons were trans 
mitted during the year to different places is 
England, Scotland, and Wales, and various 
‘parts of this country.

the unions, and would rather starve than go to 
the poorhouse. 

Rev. David Anderson proposed as resolution, 
thanking the carrying companies who had 
generously enabled the institution more 
effectually to carry out the work of mercy in 
sending Ipless strangers to their homes by 
transmitting them at half the ordinary fares. 
He mentioned that the Committee worked in 
harmony, and no inquiries were made as to the 
religion of applicants. One of the best features 
of the work was the sending to their homes of 
persons bereft of money. It would he well if 
people in the country realised that they were 
far better off there with a cottage and twelve 
shillings a week than living in a city tenement. 

Rev. Thomas Byrne, P.P., seconded. 

The Lord Mayor, in putting the motion, sail 
that the people in the country should be warned 
against coming to the city. Passing through 
France recently he noticed that every patch of 
ground was tilled with the aid of women and 
children. The people of Ireland-should realise 
what a treasure they had in the pure air and 
good land of the country. It was better for 
them to stay on the land rather than live in 
squalor in a city tenement. 

Rev. J. ©. Irwin proposed a vote of thanks 
to the Lord Mayor, and mentioned that the
